Continuation of 1 1 . because: It remains the Examiner's position that the claims are unpatentable 
for reasons previously of record in the final office action, mailed June 19, 2006. 

Response to Applicant's Arguments 
1. Applicant's arguments in the response filed September 8, 2006 regarding the 35 U.S.C. 
102 rejection over Takeshi (JP 8-40748) of record have been carefully considered but are 
deemed unpersuasive. 

Applicant specifically argues that the reference does not teach "an average surface 
roughness Ra in the range of 20 to 200 nm." Applicant further points out that the reference only 
teaches that Ra is 2-20 nm. 

Applicant is absolutely correct that the reference only teaches Ra between 2-20 nm. 
However, when the prior art discloses a range which overlaps the claimed range it anticipates the 
claimed range, since prior art discloses at least one point in common, i.e. 20 nm. 

Applicant further argues that the cited reference neither discloses nor suggests that the 
projecting parts of the convex surface have a diameter larger than a wavelength of visible light. 

First, these limitations are not in claim 1 the only independent claim. Second, the 
examiner still maintains the projecting parts are deemed to have a diameter larger than a 
wavelength of visible light.
